King’s “Fake” Gold Plate. 
The first point of interest is sug­ 
gested by the title of the 
volume, 
“The Gold and 
Silver 
of 
Windsor 
Castle.” 
Whenever a royal banquet 
a t Windsor or Buckingham palace is 
described in the newspapers the writ­ 
er says that “the 
sideboards 
were 
adorned with the famous gold plate.” 
In point of fact, there are only three 
pieces of gold plate in the Windsor 
collection, two of them a small salver 
ten and one-half inches in diameter 
and a cup and cover nine and one- 
half inches high, both dating from the 
first year of George IV, and it 1b a 
melancholy fact that the former wTaa 
made from a number of gold snuff 
boxes presented to the Duke of York 
by various cities and by the Univer­ 
sity of Oxford. 
All the rest of the 
“gold” plate is really silver gilt, and 
Mr. Jones’ book brings out the curious 
fact that most of the gilding, even of 
the silver pieces that had been made 
a century or two earlier, was done by 
George IV's goldsmiths, Rundell and 
Bridge.—London Times.
